“Baptist schools,’ Fisher said, “are 
growing because of their emphasis on 
Christian values in a time when our 
culture is developing a different value 
system than we’ve ever known.” 

Allen Comish, director of the 
church services and materials divi- 
sion of the SBC Sunday School Board, 
echoed Fisher, declaring, ‘‘There is a 
greater awareness in-our nation of a 
need for moral values.than at any 
time in my lifetime. That says some- 
thing to Baptist colleges. Educators 
have lifted up many banners followed 


by young people. Baptist colleges 


need to continue to lift up the ban- 
ner of moral values. 

“I’m proud .of our. Baptist. colleges. 
They have done a splendid job and 
we ought to say so. We need to make 
Baptists aware of the great potential 
of their schools,’’ Comish said. 

“Never was there a time,’’ Comish 
continued, ‘‘when Baptist colleges can 
play such a leadership role as they 
can now. . .We need leaders for the 
hew generation. Someone has to chal- 
lenge them to be leaders in our de- 
nomination and our churches. 

“We don’t give enough attention to 
what we’ve done in the past about 
providing leadership. Basically, lead-, 
ership Of the SBC is a product of the 
Baptist college,’’ he said, alluding to 
a survey conducted jointly by the Edu- 
cation Commission and SBC Home 
Mission Board. 

He challenged his listeners to em- 
phasize upgrading religious education 
offerings in Baptist colleges and uni- 
versities. 

W. Randall Lolley, president of 
Southeastern Baptist Theological Sem- 
inary, Wake Forest, N. C., urged the 
education leaders to explore the di- 
mensions of partnership Baptist col- 
leges have with the six Southern Bap- 
tist seminaries. 

He emphasized importance of the 
“personal dimension of partnership,” 
Recalling his own reception as a 
freshman at Samford University (then 
Howard College) in Birmingham and 
the school’s influence which led to 
continue his education at seminary, 
Lolley noted:

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Board Adopts Record $6,600,000 Budget; 


Asks Immediate Gulfshore Construgtion 


The Mississippi Baptist Convention 
Board, in one of its most constructive 
sessions in years, Monday adopted a 
record high Cooperative Program 
budget of $6,600,000 for 1975 and voted 
to “proceed immediately with the 
construction of Gulfshore Baptist As- 
sembly.” 

The- record high -Cooperative. Pro: ; 
gram budget, which will go to the 
State Convention in November for final 
approval, was part of an over-all mis- 
sion budget of $8,850,000 adopted by 
the body for 1975, according to Dr. 
Earl Kelly, executive secretary treag: 
urer of the board. % 

This will include the $6,600,000 
the Cooperative Program, $1,400, 
for the~Lottie Moon special offering 
for foreign missions, $600,000 for the 
Annie Armstrong special offerin gfor 
home missions and the state miasleg 
offering of $250,000. 

Dr. Kelly, in his.annual message 6 
the board, was optimisti¢ in his out- 
iook and predicted an expanded pro- 
gram of work the next few years not 
only for the board but for all-of Mis- 
sissippi Baptist work. 

He pointed to the fact that the pro- 
posed 1975 Cooperative Program 
budget is $1,100,000 higher than the 
1974 budget. 

The motion adopted to ‘“‘proceed im- 
mediately with the construction of 
Gulfshore Assembly” will be a recom- 
mendation to the State Convention in 
November, which voted in 1972 to re- 
build Gulfshore and directed the board 
to conduct a campaign to raise $1,- 
250,000 before construction could be- 
gin.

Many Changing Attitudes Are 
Observed Among Israelis 


JERUSALEM, Israel (BP) — A 
change in attitude among both Arab 
and Jew. in Israel is seen by two 
Southern. Baptists living and working 
in the country. 

Ray G. Register. and Milton Mur- 
phey, Southern Baptist representa- 
tives there, Fecently shared their 
ideas and views of Israel. 

Register, while studying in Juersa- 
lem, lived on the Mount of Olives over- 
looking the city. He stayed with a 
Muslim Arab family, subletting a 
room: from a priest. 


-Each- day— he traveled over —the —~. 


mountain to the Hebrew University 
where he was enrolled as a special 
graduate student. 

“I sat in class or drank coffee in 
the snack bar with Jewish students 
from Russia, South America and the 
United States. There were numerous 
opportunities to interpret to them the 
feelings of the Arabs in Nazareth, 
among whom I had lived for the past 
eight years,”’ Register said. 

“To my delight I found an unusual 
openness: to the dilemma of Israeli 


Arabs, both among the, student body - 
and the faculty,’’ he said. ~~ 
“It was a year of growing in under- 
‘standing and sharing in the traumas 
of the land. For the first time I was 
exposed to the deep-seated ‘eelings 
of Jews for tle country of Israel," 
Register said. ‘‘I sensed their feeling 
of hopelessness of ever living at 
peace with their Arab neigzxbors. It 
was the year of the Yom Kippur War 


(October, 1973) and I suffered inward- 


ly as I shared thé lonéliness and pain 
of teachers whose husbands and rela- 
tives were-fighting“in'a° war they ‘did 
not want.” 

Murphey was interviewed at the 
headquarters of the Southern Baptist 
Foreign Mission Board, Richmond, 
Va., soon after he left Israel for a fur- 
lough in the United States. Working 
with both Arabs and Jews in the Bap- 
tist village, he sensed the Israelis 
feelings too. 

“It’s not so much talk about Zion- 
ism right now as it is talk about sur- 
vival, survival of the nation of Is-

NASHVILLE — Tennessee’s 1973 
law which specified that all biology

When the Wilkersons arrived in Hon- 
duras seven years ago, there were 
only three’ Baptists in the state of 


‘Gracias a Dios. Now their mission 


work is responsible for about 55% of 
all the Southern Baptist churches 
in Honduras. “I thought I would be 
so grateful and honored if the Lord 
would allow me to help organize at 
least one church!” he said. Now, as 
a result of his witnessing and the 
Lord’s leadership, he can report that 
there are 13-Southern Baptist church- 
es and 14 missions in Gracias a Dios, 
with 950 active members. In other 
sections of Honduras, there are now 
20 missionaries appointed by.-the For- 
eign Mission-Board, reporting 27 chur- 
ches and 1677 members. 

Of the 20,000 living on the Mosquito 
Coast, probably—18,000-are Miskito In- 
dians, who speak Miskito, Spanish, 
and some pidgin English, Other 
groups include the, Sumo and the 
Paya Indians. Mission. work has been 
chieny with. the Miskitos, but some 
contacts have been made with the 
Sumos, and a plan has been projected 
for beginning work with the Payas. 

How did this couple happen to go 
to Honduras in thé first place? He 
says simply, but eloquently: “For 
many years I existed without Jesus 
Christ and .at times actually fought 
against Him and led others astray. I 
married a Roman Catholic and con- 
tinued to live apart from Christ and 
was driven further from Him by the 
witness of many ‘Christians.’ My wife, _

In obedience to His leading and 
calling, my wife, three small chil- 
dren and I, on faith, sold our posses- 
sions and used the money to go to 
Honduras. We felt strongly that it was 
the time for us to go then, with no 
further delay, We shared this with the 
First Baptist Church of Apopka, Flor- 
ida. The church voted to support us 
with $100 monthly. This was later 
raised to $300. Others also have giv- 
en us financial assistance. 

“We were the only Baptists in this 
area. With complete dependence on 
the Lord, we have watched His won- 
derful work grow.” 

‘Not only have they organized chur- 
ches. They have a medical ministry 
also, which Mrs. Wilkerson carries on 
in a concrete block clinic. Though not 
a professional nurse, she had some 
experience at working in a hospital in 
Louisville, Ky. Now she treats 500 or 
600 patients a month delivering 
babies, stitching up wounds, pulling 
teeth. She laughs, ‘“‘They say I don’t 
hurt! I’ve just learned to give the 


for this job, " declared ee inashend. 
“Not many wives would have been 
willing to live here, much less run this 
clinic!” . 

“T built an education wing to the 
clinic for a Bible institute,’ he con-

What About Faith Healing?

Along with toiygues, exercism, and 
the preoccupation with the end of the 
world there has been a heightened in- 
terest in miracles of healing in recent 
times. the thoughtful Christian is 
forced by circumstances to assess 
anew his own position in order to 
maintain some equilibrium and sta- 
bility as he faces the chaotic frag- 
mented religious scene of our times. 


¥-offer> the following) reflections on 
the subject of faith healing with the 
hope that they will help my brothers 
and sisters to maintain a sane Chris- 
tian approach to the subject in the 
midst of much confusion. 


1. We believe that God created-the 
world and that it operates for the 
most part in keeping with natural pro- 
cesses which God in his wisdom set in 
motion. Most diseases are subject to 
natural processes of remision This 
means that we shall recover from 
most of our illnesses whether we take 
medicine, go to a. doctor, BER or do 
‘anything else. % 

When we get well in keeping with 
the natural order of things, we should 
be grateful to_God for our healing. It 
is he who provides the healing de- 
fenses of our physical bodies. Such a 
cure,-therefore, is just as divine as is 
any_other healing. Indeed, many cures 
thought to be miraculous could prob- 
ably be shown to have resulted from 
the natural process of remission if 
subjected to objective scrutiny. They 
are; nonetheless, the result of God's 
‘person’ emotional condition: 

2..Much of our illness is rooted in 
our emotions. Modern science has not 
been able to establish with precision 
the extent to which illness, even a 
disease like cancer, is related to a 
person’s emotional cnodition. 

Diseases of this sort are especially 
susceptible to the power of sugges- 
tion. If a person has a disease whose 
causes are primarily emotional and 
he goes to_a faith healer in whom he 
has confidence, he is apt to be 
helped. 

Many physicians are poor healers 


because they are only “‘body mechaii- - 


ics.” They fail to take into account 
the complex'ties and subtleties of our 
illnesses. For this reason a faith 
healer may be evén more effective 
than a physician in dealing with cer- 
tain problems. The same could be 
said of the witch doctor in more prim- 
itive cultures. 


Some Possess Peculiar Powers 

3. There are persons who seem to 
possess peculiar powers of healing. At 
least this is the conclusion that can 
be drawn from some studies in. this 
area (see, e.g., Newsweek, April 29, 


1974). But modern investigators have

Checks 23 Patients Who Professed ‘Cures’ 


Noted “Surgeon Follows Up Reports On 
Faith Healing, Says He Found None — 


MINNEAPOLIS (RNS) — A noted 
Minnesota surgeon and author, after 
following up on the cases of 26 
patients who thought they had been 
“healed” at a famous faith healer’s 


religious services here, says he 
couldn’t find a single cured patient in 
the group. 


Dr. William A. Nolen of Litchfield, 
Minn., who wrote the best-seller, The 
Making of a Surgeon, also says that 
the limited improvement reported by 
some patients can easily be explained 
either’ by the normal up-and-down 
courses of the diseases or the power 
of suggestion.

Some couldn’t be found. But Dr. 
Nolen did end up interviewing 23 peo- 
ple on the list. 

“These were people who still in- 
sisted they had been cured, or they 
hedged it and said that had been 
helped,” he explained. But as a doc- 
tor, after studying these cases, he 
wrote that ‘I was led to an inescapa- 
ble conclusion. Not one had been mi- 
raculously cured of anything.” 

All had illnesses — from acne. to 
walking problems — that either have 
normal up-and-down courses, or are 
influenced easily by the powers of 
suggestion, or both, he explained.

She once had been 
confined to a wheelchair, but with 
conventional medical treatment now

time or another, no matter how strong 
our faith.

9. One of ‘the greatest dangers in 
faith healing is that it tends to per- 
vert the true gospel emphasis. Many 
Christians and preachers tend to be- 
come entirely one-side by constantly 
focusing attention on one thing, e.g.

ity if given its proper peripheral or 
secondary role. The gospel is not a 
constant repetition of stories about 
healing miracles.

By taking something peripheral and 
making it central, we pervert the gos- 
pel just as surely as if we proclaim a 
false message. The gospel is the proc- 
lamation that God has acted in Jesus 
Christ to bring us into a relationship 
with him that is the basis for our hope 
of the life that we long for (see Rom. 
Pig ee : 

What we need to do is preach the 
gospel, get involved in the ministries 
** of helping and healing through the re- 
sources God has given to us, pray 
for the sick and all others in need, 
and, through the experiences of pain 
and sorrow, grow: in our trust in the 
God who guarantees a future that is 
not threatened by sickness or death.

God's People Demand A King 


By William J. Fallis 
1 Samuel 8; 12 

The early government of the tribes 
of Israel in Canaan has been called 
a confederacy. Although they had no 
king, they were generally committed 
to one. God, one-sanctuary~ for wor- 
ship, and one code for. conduct. After 
Joshua’s death (about 1200 B.C,) the 
leaders of the tribes were called jud- 
ges, most of whom won their fame 
by military prowess. The last of these 
judges was Samuel, but he was a me- 
diator and spiritual leader rather 
than a fighter. He grew up in the 
house of the Lord with Eli’s g uid- 
ance, was given a_ special revela- 
tion of God’s will, and became known 
as a prophet. In dispensing justice 
Samuel made an annual circuit to 
Bethel, Gilgal, Mizpah, and back 
man in our study of how God led his 
chosen people into nationhood for

Despite Samuel’s devotion to God 
and service to his people, when he 
set up his sons as judges in Beershe- 
ba, the people complained..The sons

people asked for a king instead of 
judges, Samuel was displeased. He 
felt rejected; but when he prayed, 
the Lord said they .were reject- 
ing himself rather than Samuel. As 
the Lord instructed, Samuel told the 
people what bad treatment they might 
expect from a king. When they still 
insisted, the Lord said, ‘‘Make them a 
king.’”’ Saul, son of Kish, was chosen.

SAMUEL REASSURES THE 
PEOPLE (vv. 22-24) 

A true prophet knows the character 
of God. Samuel knew that since the 
Lord had chosen Israel for a purpose, 
he was committed to the people. Al- 
though he would surely punish them 
for disobedience, the Lord would not 
discard them. That would show him 
up as arbitrary, uncertain, and im- 
moral, which would be contrary to 
his character. However the nation 
might embarrass him, the Lord would 
not disown it. Samuel was confident in 
God’s integrity. 

Samuel showed much the same at- 
titude in promising to continue pray- 
ing for the people and teaching them 
“the good and right way.” He felt

Most 
people who suffer from this di- 
sease are rejected and scorned. 

Dr. S. I. McMillen says, “About 
nine’ million Americans suffer from 
emotional’ i land mierital ‘| iiiness] {As 
many hospital beds are filled by the 
mentally deranged as are occupied 
by all the medical and surgical pati- 
ents combined. In fact, one out of 
every 20 Americans will have a psy- 
chotic disturbance severe enough to 
confine him in a hospital for the in- 
sane. Mental disease is indeed the 
nation’s No. 1 health problem. What 
does it cost to take care of the pati- 
ents ig our mental hospitals? The an- 
nual cost is about one billion dollars. 
Besides outside the asylums, there are 
a vast humber who do not-need con- 
finement but who are incapable of 
gz themselves.” This cost™ 
does not include the heartache and 
confusion in the families from which 
these patients are admitted. 

The actions of the people today are 
the same as they were in Jesus’ day.
